^ ■ Lower Merion Township Commissioners: have five 
, sources of taxation to which they can turn if they decide to 
* ipive the police and the other township employes cost-of-liv- 
ing salary increases for the new year. » 
" When approached last month with the police proposal 
foj* a $500 annual increase for each member of th| force, 
' one of the commissioners said this would necessitate raising 
tlie township tax of ten mills for general operatiiig pur- 
^ poses. But if this were done the matter would hax^ to be 
taken to Montgomery County Court, because the State 
Township Code does not permit the imposition of any more 
than a 10 mills tax for general purposes. The tax for town- 
,* ship purposes is now 10 mills. 

But there is a loop-hole through which taxes can be 
raised without petitioning the Court. 
; As the State Township Code permits special tscses for 
lighting, library, shade trees, recreation and fire pr<i|iiction, 
it would, we find, be posible to impose some or all df; these 
special taxes. Their imposition, which would shift th^ihoney 
for these purposes from the classification of "expenditures 
for general purposes," would give the commissioners a 
. chance to apply the money left in the general purpose fund 
to salary increases. 

It is unlikely that commissioners would vote police a 
raise unles they granted the same increase to other town- 
. ship employes. Including the police force of 109 men. this 
t Mould mean an increase for approximately 300 employes, 
R amounting to about $150,000. 

That this taxation procedure is legally possible, whether 
■ or not the commissioners decide it is practical, is proven by 

the following excei-pts from the State Township Code: 
'« Section 3012 reads : 

"The township commissioners may cause to be raised by 
special taxation such tax, not to exceed two mills on the dol- 
lar of the assessed valuation of taxable property in such 
» township, for the puiTJOse of maintaining and operating 
parks, playgrounds, playfields, gymnasiums, p.ublic t,^tt^lihZ.^erage^°'M^^^^ 
swimming pools and recreation centers." 
Section 1709, Paragraph 2, reads: 
"A tax for ihe pui-pose of building and maintaing suit- 
able places for the housing of fire apparatus, the receipts 
from said tax for maintenance to be divided among the 
places maintained." 

Section 1709, Paragraph 3, reads: 
"An annual tax, not exceeding 1-lOth of a mill, for the 
purpose of caring for trees planted under the supei*vision of 
the shade tree commission and for the^ui-pose of publish- 
ing notices of meetings to consider the planting, removing or 
changing of trees/'

Problems which swell the divorce 
rate were ironed out, mental ill- 
ness and neurotic behavior were 
treated under the supervision of a 
consulting psychiatrist, and skilled 
supervision was given In cases of 
death, illness and separation. The 
problem of unmarried parenthood 
was attacked, as well as problems 
of children. Other services Includ- 
ed helping aged persons adjust 
themselves, and planning budgets 
for harrassed families.
